The results of inquiries relating to the relative advan- 
tages of private and public ownership of water and light- 
ing plants are given in these two reports. The investiga- 
tions were made in collaboration with the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Labor and similar ones have been conducted in a 
number of other states. Where the several states have 
not taken up the work the bureau at Washington, we 
understand, has carried it on. A national report, embody- 
ing the work of the several state bureaus and the sup- 
plementary work carried on from Washington, has been 
promised for early publication by the U. S. Department of 
Labor. These reports contain many tables of statistics 
relating to water-works, gas and electric lighting plants, 
designed to show the individual and comparative results 
for each class. The names of the places in which the 
works are located are withheld, in accordance with the 
conditions under which the information (more particularly 
from private companies) was obtained. The Illinois re- 
port presents conclusions in favor of private ownership in 
some particulars and public in others, but with the bal- 
ance inclined to the latter. For Connecticut, the reader 
must draw most of his conclusions from the data pre- 
sented,

Although the rotary converter has been in commercial 
use for a short time only, it has already developed into 
standard types and is now no more subject to variation 
in design than other types of electrical machinery. The 
machines built by the Westinghouse company are in- 
tended for frequencies of 25, 30 and 60 cycles, and the 
Standard voltages are 250 and 500. 

To prevent hunting,a metallic grid is sunk into the pole- 
faces. Starting from the alternating current side is ac- 
complished by a small induction motor on the end of the 
shaft.
